The whole site selected is 215 feet north 
ahd south by 208 from east to west, affording 
room for a building 200 feet square. This 
proposition is so commendable in every 
sense that it is difficult to understand why it 
should be opposed by any one. Mr. Scott 
practically donates the site for the new 
building to the Board of Trade, looking to 
compensation from the enhanced value of 
his adjoining and remaining property, which 
will be promptly and correspondingly im- 
proved. The inadequacy of the present lo- 
cation is confessed by all, and the necessity 
for another location, and with a view to per- 
manency, is, of course, admitted. The re- 
moval of the Board of Trade rooms to a 
building such as is proposed, erected on the 
site named, is as necessary and as appro- 
priate as was the change from South Water 
street to the present location some eight 
years ago. 

The whole city is Interested in this change. 
All that neighborhood bounded by Dearborn 
and Franklin and by Jackson and Harrison 
would feel the magic influence of this pro- 
posed improvement. The city itself owns 
the present site of the rookery known as the 
City-Hall, and that property would be 
doubled in value by the change proposed. 
The vacation of La Salle street for the dis- 
tance of a block (it is already vacated south 
of Van Buren street) will of course be nec- 
essary, and it is to be hoped that the City 
Council will not hesitate to adopt the legis- 
lation needed for that purpose. The Rock 
Island and Michigan Southern Depot will be 
as convenientiy reached by Sherman street 
and Pacific avenue as by La Salle street. 

There will be some regrets and some sympa- 
thy for those affected by the abandonment of 
the present inadequateChamber of Commerce, 
and the question will be asked, What.can be 
done with that property ? The answer is, that 
such a building is even now sadly needed 
for an exchange for the lumber, coal, and 
iron interests, whose official organizations 
are now located in small buildings and scat- 
tered about in various parts of the city. 
These branches of trade need a public ex- 
change room of the capacity furnished by 
the Chamber of Commerce Building, and, 
when the Board of Trade move south to their 
new building, the coal, lumber, and iron ex- 
change may move into the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building, which will not be too large 
for the wants of those trades. 

Upon all considerations, commercial and 
public, private and municipal, the proposed 
improvement is most desirable and should 
meet with the most earnest support from all 
quarters. :

THEODOSIA BURR. 


The Mystery of Her Death. at Sea in 
1813—Théd Story of a Dying Pauper in 
a Michigan Pocorhouse—Me Declares | 
that Her Veusel Was Captured by 
Pirates, and She Compelied with 
All the Crew to Walk the-Piank. 

Correspondence Detroit Post and Tritvune. 
Batre Creek, Mich., Dec. 21.—Last win- 
ter the Post and Tribune representative was 
in Cass County on business, and visited the 

County Poorhouse, situated near Cassopolis. 

He discovered evidence from the death-bed 

confession of an old sailor that Theodosia 

Burr Alston, only daughter of Aaron Burr, 

and wife of Gov. Joseph Alston of South 

Carolina, was murdered by pirates while re- 

turning to New York on a visit to her father. 

The facts were printed in the local papers at 

the time, and were extensively copied by the 

press of the Eastern and Southern States. 

Your correspondent has since then received 

many letters of inquiry regarding the sad 

fate of this brilliant woman, and has had 
correspondence with parties in the East who 
knew of the Burr family, has carefully gath- 
ered ali the facts possibie bearing on the case 
from all quarters, and he has again visited 
the Cass County Poorhouse to obtain a more 
detailed narrative of what was rev 
there. The results are given herewith: 
Aaron Burr was descended from the rigid 
old Puritans of New England, His mother’s 
father was the celebrated Jonathan Ed- 
wards, and his father was the President of 

Princeton College. He was born Feb. 6, 

1756, and left an orphan at an early age, his

The inequalities of life are real things; they 
can neither be explained away nor done away.

But, 
in the first ny! hee i of this power, men are 
too apt to be deceived. Nothing, for instance, 
is more common than to see rank or riches pre- 
ferred to taient; and yet nothing is more ab- 
surd. That talent is of a much bigher order of 
power than riches might be proved in va- 
rious ways.—bemg so much more indepriva- 
ble and indestructible, so much more above 
all accident of — and all confusion of 
chance. But the peculiar superiority of talent 
over riches may be best discovered from hence: 
that the influence of talent will always be the 
greatest in that government which is the most 

ure, while the influence of riches will always 
the greatest in that government whichis most 
corrupt. Sothat, from the preponderance of 
talent, we may always infer the soundness and 
vigor of the commonwealth; but, from the pre- 
ponderance of riches, its dotage and degenera- 
tion. That talent confers an inequality of a 
much higher order than rank, would appear 
from vurious views of the subject, and most par- 
ticularly from this: many a man may justly 
thank histalentfor his rank, but no man has 
ever yet been able to return the compliment by 
thanking his rank for his talent. When Leo- 
nardo da Vinci died, his sovereign exclaimed, ** I 
can make a thousand lords, but not one Leonar- 
do.“ Cicero observed to a degenerate patrician, 
“Tam the frat of my fam, but you are the last 
of yours.” And, since bis time, thuse who value 
themselves merely on their ancestry have been 
compared to potatoes,—all 
under the ground; perhaps it is but fair that no- 
bility should have ed to them, since they

Electoral Messengers in a Stew. 
Washington Star. 

There has been some fun and no little trouble 
in paying the messengers who have brought the 
Electora! votes to the Capital. They are paid at 
the Treasury. Since the establishment of the 
Electoral College untii this year messengers 
were paid 2% cents mileage both ways. In last 
year’s appropriation bill it was very quietly pre- 
scribed that they should be given a mileage of 
25 cents a mile, but only for one way. Not a 
messenger knew of this change. They all ex- 
pected the fat littie mileage of 2% cents both 
ways, which would enable those from a dis- 
tance to see the Capital and carry home ua nice 
little Christmas fund over and above expenses. 
There was great rivalry before the Electoral 
Colleges of each State for the office of messen- 
ger. When these gentiemen were brought up 
with a round turn at the Treasury, and mileage 
only one way tendered to them, there was deep 
disappointment. In many cases there was not 
only disappointment but a dispute. They claim- 
ed that the Treasury was defrauding them, and 
were loud in their protests. This was almost in- 
variably the case when the free American citi- 
zen from the wild West or the lively Southwest 
came to get his money. Another point of dis- 
agreement was the length of the messenger’s 
journey. He claimed to have traveled, in near- 
ly every case, a greater distance than the care- 
fully made up Treasury tables showed, but he 
invariably had to submit to the Treasury sched- 
ule. 

One of the messengers who stood about six 
feet hich, bad long hair, a slouch hat, and big, 
rough boots, came to get his pay one afternoon 
just before the cash-room closed. no one 
could identify him he had to wait till the next 
day. He didn’t like it at all, and swore some. 
The next day he got his money, and also got 
wild because he got mileage but one way and

but the Department would encourage, as far as 
is practicable without impairing his usefuiness 
to his country, his appearance at court in the 
simple dress of an American citizen. Should 
there be cases where this cannot be done, owing 
to the character of the foreign Government, 
without detriment to the puble interest, the 
nearest approach to it compatible with the 
due performance of his duties is earnestly rec- 
ommended. The simplicity of our usages and 
the tone of feeling among our people is much 
more in accordance with the example of our 
first and most distinguished representative ata 
Royal Court than the practice which has since 
prevailed. It is to be regretted that there was 
ever any departure in this respect from the 
example of Dr. Franklin. History has recorded 
and commended this examipie, so congenial to 
the spirit of our political institutions. The 
Department is desirous of removing all obsta- 
cles to a return tu thesimple and unostentatious 
course which was deemed so proper and was 80 
much approvedin the earlier daysof the Ke- 
public. It is our pu to cultivate the most 
amicable relations with all countries, and this, 
we believe, can be effectually done without re- 
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quiring our diplomatic agents abroad to depart 
in this respect from what is suited to the gen- 
erai sentiments of our fellow-citizens at home.

Trans- 
mutation represents one such fundamental 
distinction between animate and inanimate 
objects; for, although some inorganic com- 
bination’ possess a degree of permutability 
consistent with substantial integrity, this in 
particular cases is always uniform in 
character and limited in extent. Ice, 
for example, may become  succes- 
sively changed into the liquid and 
gaseous stats without chemical decomposi- 
tidh; but there is an intrinsic limit to such 
permutation, for under similarcircumstances 
of pressure, at an unalterably fixed eleva- 
tion of temperature, it invariably becomes 
resolved into simpler constituents, 

There are apparently no such inherent re- 
strictions to organic transmutations, which 
may be perpetuated indefinitly, under appro- 
priate supplementary conditions, without 
perceptible intrinsic exhaustion. Yet organ- 
isms are never sufficiently independent to 
spontaneously evolve such progressive re- 
suits, but require the constant accession of 
extrinsic energy to develop their included 
potentialities. 

The sun isthe physical souree of extraneous 
energy for every species of vital change oo 
curring on the earth’s surface, as through the 
immediate agency of its rays vegetables are 
enabled to abstract from the surrounding 
medium those elements adapted to their 
special needs; and, although animals cannot 
thus directly appropriate solar energy, yet 
they are enabled to utilize it by the assimila- 
tion of certain of these vegetable products 
which it has previously served to elaborate. 

Asall the progressive transmutations which 
indispensably constitute individual life are 
dependent on the constant incretion of mate- 
rial energy, integration is also a universal con- 
comitant of vitality, so that for practical 
purposes life may be provisionally defined as 
the . 

CONTINUOUS INDIVIDUAL INTEGRATION AND 
DIFFERENTIATION OF MATERIAL ENERGY. 
While these two correlated processes 

tain to every variety of life, the physiological 

expedients by which their respective activi- 

ties are sustained must varyin conformity 
with the specific requirements of different 
structures. A simple unit of protoplasm 
effects all its vital purposes through direct 
interchange with its environment, without 
the neeessity of any intermediate provision. 

But, in higher organisms, life is indissolubly 

associated with certain accessory 

and, in these cases, though the molecular 

interactions on which its essential attributes 

immediately depend are directly impercepti- 
ble, yet it is possible to prove its existence or 
non-existence by sensibly demonstrating the 


presence or absence of these its inseparable 


concomitants. 

Man with his powers unimpaired mani 
fests his vitality in unmistakable terms, but 
conditions not incompatible with resuscita- 
tion may occur wherein all his functions 
are so reduced as to be direetly impercepti- 
ble. In such cases. to prevent premature 
burial, it is important to discover some sign 
absolutely diagnostic of real or apparent 
death, 

An essential characteristic of living bodies 
is their power of actively maintaining a de- 
gree. of varying integrity of constitution in 
opposition to destructive influences, This 
a the incorporation of extraneous ma- 
terials and theirconversion into definit spe- 
cific structures, and always involves the im- 
mediate apposition of ingredients, as well as 
a reciprocal state of the parts to be 
nourished. Although such intimate re- 
ciprocation of living structures and 
nutrient materials must always 
exist, the means whereby it is effected varies 
exceedingly in different instances. In the 
lower order of beings it is accomplished very 
simply, the medium which they inhabit offer- 
ing directly the requisit pabulum, which 
their own condition enables them to assimi- 
late without any preparatory elaboration. 
In more complex. organisms a definit corre- 
lation:of parts is necessary to elaborate the 
crude materials of food, as well as to br: 
them into immediate relation with the v 
ous tissues. 

In some simple forms vital action 
may be suspended  indefinitly by 
desiccation, being restorable by moist- 
ure; an even in some higher 
cold-blooded animals a state of temporary 
negation may be induced by congelation, the 
vital powers returning concurrently with 
the absorption of heat. 

IN MAN IT 18 QUITE DIFFERENT: 
the animal functions may be suspend and 
even some of the organic processes inter- 
rupted, without extinguish life; but chere 
are certain of his functions the cessation of 
which for a limited period must inevitably 
cause death. 

As to their vital significance, man’s 
functions may de classified into es 
sential and supplemental,—the for- 
mer including such as cannot de 
discontinued beyond a brief interval without 
fatal consequences; the latter such as may 
be suspended or even destroyed without in- 
volying general dissolution. Thus, although 
sight is important to comfort, it may be lost 
without affecting vitality; the hepatic func- 
tion may be vicariously performed; even 
the rehal secretion may be suspended for a 
considerable period beyond death; tut the 
complete cessation of any of the essential 
functions of circulation, innervation, or res- 
piration must be speedily followed by such a 
result. By the circulatory forces, a constant 
flow of bloodis directed to and from ail the 

rts; by the nervous system, an alternat-

respiratory apparatus, certain of the result- 
ant products are incessantly eliminated. 
These three complemental functions are so 
interdependent that the complete interrup- 
tion of either necessarily leads to arrestment 
of all, and consequent death. 

Human blood is of a highly complex 
nature, as through it the textures receive ail 
the materials adequate to their continued 
maintenance and repair, Its chemical com- 

sition is never definit, varying in different

The relative uniform- 
ity, however, of some of its 
acters is indispensable to its vital efficiency. 
It is semi-solid, contain innumerabie 
white and red corpuscles,— latter consti- 
tuting nearly one half its mass.

COWARDLY ASSAULT. 


A Letter-Oarricr Battered by a Burly 
Ruffian. 
It isn’t very often that anybody tackles one 
of Uncle Sam's letter-carriers, and for good 
reasons. Any one who hankers after that 
sort of thing is exceedingly apt to discover 
that the returns are out of ail proportion to 
the fun, the punishment prescribed consist- 
ing of a fine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $1,000, or imprisonment for not less 
than one year nor more than three. A couple 


of ‘West-Side Christmasers who were feel- 
ing pretty well from having apparently be- 
gun to celebrate rather early in the day did 
try it on yesterday morning, however, and an 
hour or two later were reposing in jail, where 
they had ample time to exercise any vain re- 
grets they might happen to have.

Jenn though taken somewhat 
aback, put up his hand—in which he held a 
peckage of mail—-to ward off com 
lows. His assailant, who is a powerfu 
fellow of the bruiser type, was unhampered, 
however, and got in a blow on his mouth, 
which started the crimson to flow in less 
than no time, sent the carrier staggering, and 
produced confusion in the pile of letters. On 
recovering, he asked the fellow what he 
wanted, and got a torrent of abuse for his 
pains.
